tors Burrows, Dollivcr, Dubois, Pet- 
'tus, Bailey, Overman and -Frazicr, to

"That Mr. Smoot is.one of a self 


perpetuating body of men, known as 
the first presidency and twelve apos- 
tles of the church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints,, commonly known 
as .the Mormon church; that these 
men claim divine authority to control 
the members of said church in all 
things, temporal as well as spiritual;

by the said first presidency and twelve

^manufacturers of the department of 
commerce and labor recently received 
a^ number, of Inquiries, from, tobacco 
firms in tiie United State's as''to-the i 
possibilities of building up a trade 
in American leaf tobacco in China. 
These were referred to' Consul Geo: 
E. Anderson, at Amoy,. China, -who lias 
looked into the subject at some length 
and has. come to the conclusion, that 
such possibilities • arc 
extremely • re- 


mote; 
His report to the.' bureau on 


this subject is as follows: 


"Already there is considerable bus- 


iness done in foreign leaf, Shanghai 
alone importing $150,000 worth last 
year; but this'was mostly- for use of 
foreigners. 'The real Chinese trade 
is not reached. When 'it is consider- 
ed ithat the 
same .port imported 


through the customs alone $1.250,000 
worth of prepared native leaf and over 
$3;-:3.,000 worth of native leaf, with 
probably of similar or 'even greater 
amount of.each imported through the 
different routes, it can be seen that 
the real tobacco trade in China is 
enormous. 
But the greater portion 


of the tobacco1 consumption gets into 
no trade reports, for the leaf is pro- 
duced (largely among the., mulberry 
trees) cured, and consumed on the 
fariras, or consumed 
by. the 
men, 


women and children of the near-by

"In the judgment .of the committee, 


Mr. Smoot is no more, entitled to a

of discountenancing, and prohibiting 
polygamy, when it was first proclaim- 
ed and practiced, the congress re- 
mained silent and-did/nothing in that 
behalf. Among the acts cited are the 
appointment andl confirmation 
of 


Brigtuim Young as governor of tae 


territory-of Utah In 1S50, the legisla- 
tion of 1SG2, 1SS2, and 1SS7, first to 
restrict and then to prohibit entirely 
plural marriages and polygamous co- 
habitation. Then came the Woodruff 
manifesto of 1S90, and the minority 
says- that so far as the testimony dis- 
closes there have h'een few
